 FULLY 6000 BRITISH PERISHED
* "IN TITANIC NORTH SEA BATTLE:

STILL DISPUTED

‘More Than 100 Warcraft Clashed in

World’s Biggest Naval Fight—At
Least 26 Lost—Dispatches Point
to .Second Engagement

Between 126 and 160 warships of various classes-as well an Zeppelins are
pelieved to have taken part in the mighty sea battle between the British and
German fleets fn the North Sea on Wednesday, in which 26 ships at least wore

sunk.

The British Empire today awnited further details of the gigantic engage-
ment, the greatest in modern history, with feverish anxiety, hoping that late
reports of the Admiralty would increase the number of German victims de-

stroyed by the English men-of-war,

Germany is jubilant at what is called a monster victory.

Evidence based on dispatches that are pouring in from Dutch, Danish and
Bwedish ports indicate later developments, of which no official mention has been
made, It is probable that a later general fight or scattering engagements took
place. The reported sinking of the German superdreadnought Hindenburg and
the cruiser Elbing and the reported secking of refuge in Danish waters of eight
German warships indicate additional actions,

Although no official information was forthcoming as to the British loss
of life, belief was expressed that it would be above 6000, This figure is based

on reports made to port officials.

Details furnished by evewitnesses of the fight state_it took place in foggy
weather and amid denge clouds of smoke from funnels and guns of the

warshipa.

It is believed that the British ships were in the majority, although fighting
conditions were more favorable for the Germans, as it is pointed out in the

official announcement of the Admirslty that they were aided by “low visibility."”

This evidently referred to the fog.

The aggregate tonnage of the ships lost on both sides is at approximately
156,005 and the money value of the ships sunk is estimated at §156,000,000.

The Elbing, » Germhn cruiser, is unofficially reported lost. :

The Warrior was not sunk in the engagement, but the British Admiralty

admitted that she was abandoned.

The British Admiralty denies the destruction of the English battleships War-
gpite and Marlborough, as clnimed by Germany. Both are safe in port, an official

said.

“Fngland still controls the North Sea,” says the Admiralty. Germany's
claim that the grand fleet took part in the battle is officially denied.
